Mr. Clarke’s father was an “old- 
timer” in British Columbia, having 
gone to Victoria in 1862. He returned 
luter to Ontario where he married 
Miss Priscilla Earl and where his son 
was born. In 1880, when Earl Clarke 
was an infant of some months, the 
family returned to Victoria to make 
their permanent home. Here the boy 
received his education at the city 
schools, going later to Toronto to com- 
McMaster 
University. From boyhood he had lov- 


plete the Arts course at 


ed to -model for pleasure, and the 
classes in art and design in Toronto 
attracted him. But his father’s health 
and eyesight were failing, and the son 
found it necessary to adopt a calling 
more certain of remuneration than 
that of art-student. On going back to 
British Columbia, he began teaching, 
first at Cumberland, in the northern 
part of Vancouver Island; then in Vic 
toria High School, of the staff of 
Which he is at present a member. 

The first example of his work which 
attracted the attention of his friends 
Was a skilfully-studied medallion-por 
trait of his father; then, a charming 
head of his infant daughtet Fellow 
teuchers admired these highly. Hence, 
when the school desired to have an 
enduring memorial to those lads of 
its student-body who fell in the 
Great War, Mr. Clarke was asked to 
undertake its design and execution 
He was released from teaching for s'x 
months, and permitted to use part o! 
the basement of the school for a work 
shop. The result surpassed the expec 
tutions of his most sanguine friends 
All those who have seen it have been 
deeply impressed with the grave and 
tender dignity in the face of this per 
sonified Spirit of the School who leans 
in proud sorrow above the shield list

Thus, from June, 
1926, to July, 1927, Earl Clarke made 
the most of his opportunity in study 
and close observation of the maste 
pieces of Italian sculpture, and = in 
practical work in the studios of the 
Institute. There he justified Mr. Nieh 
ol’s faith in his powers by sharin? 
the Calderon prize, the highest award 
sranted to the students of his sub {ect 
(The prize was divided between Mi 
Clarke and an English sculptor) 

Much of the work he executed in 
Rome, when his full time and energy 
could de devoted to it in a highly sym 
pathetic atmosphere, gained conside) 
able praise. But on account of expense 
of casting and transit, it was impos 
sible to bring back most of it to Can 
ada. Hence, photographs are all that 
exist now of some dozen or more of 
figures full of grace. The sculptor 
himself objects to notice of these, say- 
ing that they “are only studio pieces,” 
and “not properly finished.” True 
enough, yet even in the mere photo 
graph they hold the eye by a certain 
charm of energy and purity, and raise 
amazement that these should be the 
work of a man who was enjoying for 
the first time in his life a few months 
of regular art-training.

ley, with one of the most modern 
plants available. At latest reports the 
drill had entered the limestone at a 
depth of over 4,300 feet, with encour- 
aging results. At an early date there 
may be a repetition of the 1914 epoch 
in western pathfinding on the oil trail. 
If so, it will provide another marked 
confirmation of the far-seeing judg- 
ment of this unassuming and persist- 
ent veteran, who is one of the real 
ornaments of the Alberta oil industry. 
His many friends are hoping that he 
will again lead the way to another 
strike of even greater import and 
eventual proportions. It would he a 
fitting climax to his many years of 
industrious effort in commercial pion 
eering. 

Mr. Dingman and _ his associates 
have also made an exhaustive survey 
of the Sarcee Indian reserve, not far 
from Calgary, and north of the Turner 
Valley. Preliminary work is now under 
way in that district. Much experi- 
mental development work is being 
done by the Highwood Company, 
through its affiliated connection with 
the Imperial Oil Company. There have 
been no visions of million dollar pro- 
motions, or talk of newly blossomed 
millionaires. On the other hand fin- 
ancial assistance has come voluntar- 
iiy, largely from those who _ investi- 
sate. They rightly feel that the sane 
and equitable policy followed by Mr. 
Dingman in his previous operations 
will continue 

According to a recent statement by 
President C. O. Stillman, the Imperial 
Oil Company and subsidiaries now pro 
duce 2,200 barrels of naptha and 300 
barrels of crude oil daily. This repre 
sents about eighty per cent. of the 
present total production, Mr. Stillman 
pointed out that the company is fol 
lowing a carefully considered and 
comprehensive poticy. This is mainly 
designed to exploit to the best ad 
vantage those areas considered proven, 
and to test the complex structure of 
new districts, as well as the producing 
of underlying limestone where pros 
pects warrant. Marked advances have 
been made toward more economical 
drilling, and many previous more o1 
less complicated problems associated 
With geology have been at least par 
tially overcome. While the company 
Is moving with caution in new fields, 
the feeling is that Turner Valley could 
not be accepted as Alberta's final and 
cnly important contribution to Can 
ada’s productive petroleum wealth 

Dealing with the longevity of naptha 
production in Turner Valley experts 

sert that the gasoline flow will con 
tinue so long as the gas pressure 
holds It is pointed out that some 
western gas wells have been flowing 
for twenty-five years, with the original 
pressure at least maintained. Royalite 
No. 4 came in five years ago, with a 
daily production of 250 barrels pet 
day, but gradually tnereasel to its 
present daily average of about 600 ba 
rels. Royalite’s present rival, Home 
No. 1, had much the san 
by

pilot’s licenses, and 34 commercial 
pilot’s licenses, and during 1928 fly- 
ing clubs accounted for 
flights. This summer there are near- 
ly thirty clubs actively employed in 
imparting instruction to aviation en- 
thusiasts in their districts. 

From an experimental beginning 
but a brief while ago the Canadian 
air mail has expanded until the Do- 
minion has twenty services in oper- 
ation either in summer or winter or 
the year round, or to be immediately 
inaugurated. It is proposed during 
the present year to extend the carry- 
ing of mail by air from Eastern Can- 
ada to Winnipeg and then to within 
twenty miles of Banff, Alberta, to 
connect with the fast train to the 
Pacific coast. Surveys are being con- 
ducted for a route through the 
mountains on to the Pacific coast 
and a complete trans-Canada aerial 
mail is practically within sight. 

As regards commercial aviation in

Canada, a few statistics are most elo- 
quent of the manner in which this 
has developed. There are now fifty 
three firms operating aircraft in 
Canada, many of these being engag- 
ed in most unusual services from the 
fringe of civilization into the devel- 
oping wildernesses. These compan- 
ies in 1928 made 75,285 flights as 
compared with 16,748 in 1927. 

The total aircraft mileage in 1928 
was 2,728,414 as compared with 
829,100 in 1927, and 393,103 in 
1926. In 1928, 75,285 passengers 
and 2,404,682 pounds of freight and 
express were carried as compared 
with 4,755 passengers and 724,72 
pounds of baggage in 1926. Air 
mail carried increased from 3,960 
pounds in 1926 to 316,631 pounds in 
1928. 

Airports continue to spring up all 
over the Dominion, foreshadowing 
ever-widening activity.
